A efty which should become known 
88 one its citizens love would be 
bound in this age of publicity to at- 
tract a great deal of favorable com- 
ment. If so, how is a city going to 
become that kind of a city? Certainly 
by doing the needed things to im- 
prove itself in. every respect as a 
place wheré all elements of its citi- 
zens find their {interests considered, 
where sanitation is ds perfect QS pos- 
sible, regardless. of. expense, open air 
recreation is recognized as a vital 
need and therefore amply provided 
for, the city authorities alert in pro.

I was 
to decide whethere her two children 
Were to be taken away from her for 
fear their morals would be impaired. 

“It was a condition as bad as slav- 
ery time when they-teok-the ehildren 
away from. phéi:’ mothers. | I went 
deep into that case and found that 
the railroad company paid the 
mother a few hundred dollars after 
her husband had been killed in a 
smelter mill, where he had worked 
11 and 12 hours a day. 

“I asked how the: railroad came 
mto the case, and I learnd that, as 
the eight-hour law applied only to 
employes in the smelter mill they 
changed his name onto the railroad 
pay roll so as to evade the law on 
the books, | 

Have Owned Judges. 

“Do. you think conditions like that 
are not going to arouse feeling. This 
is deep down and the result of long 
years of oppression and lawlessness 
on the part of public utility corpora- 
tions. I know. whereof I speak when 
I say they have owned judges on the 
supreme court bench as they owned 
their office boys; that they have con- 
trolled district attorneys and gover- 
nors, and they have controlled in the 
perfidious ways the other agencies 
and officers of the law. A 
ss Make: Own Laws. 

“So that they not only make the 
law to suit their own wishes—design- 
ed: primarily to protect property and 
stand against the rights of humanity 
—but when occasionally after long 
struggles and against terrific opposi- 
tion a lawis put through for the pro. 
tection of human rights they control 
through the bipartisan machine in 
Colorado the agencies for enforcing 
the law and preventing its enforce- 
ment.

BE IND 


EPENDENT BODY”, 


Butte, Mont., June 22.—With 
preparations going quietly but rapid. 
ly forward for the permanent organ- 
ization of the Butte Mine Workers’ 
Union, the body created yesterday 
by the secessionists from the Butte 
Miners’ Union of the’ Western Fed 
eration of miners, a feeling of hope 
pervades the business interests that 
the community may yet escape from 
further business stagnation as a re- 
sult of labor’s internal strife. 

President ‘“‘Muckie” McDonald's 
statement that the new union would 
have nothing to do with the Indus- 
trial Workers of the World organi- 
gation and that it would be no haven 
for thé itinerant Industrial Workers’ 
preachers, has been made the basis 
for many optimistic opinions  re- 
garding the situation. McDonald 
signs his name “Muckie” to union 
documents. 


MOYER IS INSISTENT. 


Although President Charles H. 
Moyer of the federation insists that 
his scheme of conciliation, to be an- 


‘nounced at the old union's meeting 


tomorrow afternoon, {s the only plan 
by which peace can be restored, those 
who are opposing him say he will 
be brought to a realization that the 
federation has lost practically all 
support among local miners. 

In a statement surveying the situa- 
tion, Moyer declared the leaders of 
the new union had not acted in good 
faith; that the workers in Butte’s 
mines had been delivered over to the 
Industrial Workers of the World, and 
that there “are hundreds—yes thous. 
ands—of irresponsible men headed 
for Butte at this instant. What are 
they coming for?” he asked. 

“They have no jobs,’’ Moyer said; 
“for there are more men in Butte 
now than there are places for in the 
mines. The public can take warning 
as to their true mission.” 


OLD UNION SUPPORTED. 


Fortified with the backing of the 
Western Federation and all interna- 
tional unions of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, together with $70,- 
000 in cash. in the bank and $50,000 
more in property in this and other 
cities, the old miners’ union will con- 
tinue its business here, according to 
Moyer. 

‘He indicated that the federation 
would continue to hold its contracts 
with the mining companies and 
would furnish sufficient federation 
men to fill all places in the..mines.

CO-OPERATIVE 
MINING PLANT 
IS SUCCESS 


The Coal Miners’ local Union No. 
1870, district 14, located at Minden, 
Mines, Mo., operating their own co- 
operative plant, and are now doing 
the preliminary work fér the estab- 
lishment of a co-operative store with 
every indication of an early success. 

The Tri-City central body, Daven- 
port, Ia., Rock Island and Moline, IIl., 
are farming a piece of bottom land on 
the Illinois side of the river, raising 
onions. They have the land plowed, 
harowed and the crop planted, up and 
looking fine, and with onions at their 
present prices will make a nice sum 
of money to assist them to establish 
their chain of three co-operative 
stores. They have succeeded in sell- 
ing practically enough stock to put 
in three fine stores, immediately, on a 
substantial basis. They are taking 
their time, however; as they want 
enough surplus on hand to be able to 
pay cash on the spot for everything 
as they get it, thus adding the dis- 
count of at least 2 per cent, which 
they get for doing business on that 
basis, to the other savings they will 
make for themselves through the Op- 
eration of their own co-operative 
stores. 

The union bakers, led by Interna- 
tional Representative Herman Ross, 
are putting up a great battle in 
Springfield against the efforts of the 
Master Bakers’ assodiation, backed 
up by the chamber of commerce, to 
crush their union out of existence. 

The boys have started two co-oper- 
ative bakeries, and are getting out 
over 5,000 loaves of bread daily, and 
what orders theye get that they are 
unable to supply from their co-oper- 
ative bake shops, theye are filling 
from the nearest union bakeries. 
The boss bakers tried to reduce the 
Saturday man 50 cents per day, also 
tried to enforce a reduction of 10

A petition from the 2700 Club 
urging the appointment of R. W. 
Krieg as plumbing inspector at a sal_ 
ary of. $1500 a year was received and 
filed. The petition contained 432 
names. 

“A request for more time on street 
work on’ Sisteenth street south of 
Ohio was granted, and the repaving 
of Esmeralda avenue with standard 
macadam was recommended jn the 
report of the street committee. 


CITY HALL SITE. - 


A petition was received from resi- 
dents of the canal subdivision asking 
that when the city hall site is placed 
on the ballot that gn offer of some 
years ago, made by the citizens of 
that district, be included on the bal- 
lot. The citizens agreed if the site 
were selected to pave the streets 
contiguous. It was found that owing 
to a change in the specifications for 
the paving on Cutting boulevard that 
the resolutions would have to be re- 
scinded and new ones drawn to cover 
the additional half inch added to the 
thickness of thé paving. 

City Attorney Hall advised the 
council that under the law the free- 
holders’ election should be held on 
July 18 to come within the limit of 
sixty days from the certification of 
petitions. He further advised the 
council that it could legally provide 
for a special election by special or- 
dinance, thereby setting the dgte 
ahead to such time as the initiative 
and referendum propositions ou city 
hall sites could be incorporated on 
the ballot, and particulasly/ to give 
candidates wishing to get on the 
freeholder ballot more time to get 
their petitions. 

The whole matter was laid over 
until next Monday night for further 
consideration. 

OFFER FOR BONDS. 

A resolution was adopted by the 
council taking from the Harbor Im- 
Provement fund $75,580 to apply 
to tne purchase of the school bonds. 
An offer from E. H. Rollins & Sons 
of San Francisco to sell the council 
the bonds at par with the under- 
standing that they might be bought 
back by Rollins & Sons by March 1, 
1916, at the same price. ‘ 

Time on several street contracts 
was extended to give contractors a 
chance to complete work. 

It was decided to hold the commit- 
tee meeting of the council on Friday 
night instead of Wednesday night.
